His note 
arrived just os all the strikers 
game streaming up the hillside 
to surround our lonely office, 
and as our. Chinese interpreter 
put it: “to plead aloud for 
reasonable conference — with 
some honourable representative 
of the Government.”

S I looked over the verandah 
rail at that yelling mob, it

A man was dead who would 
have been alive but for his

OT far from Bergen, on the west coast of Norway, a. 

grotto is cut iti the: rock face, bearing the name of 
Grieg, whose ashes were laid there 50 years ago. 

‘The Chopin of the North,’ ag he has been. called 
with some justification, painted in music the wild coast 
line of Norway, with its towering flords and eerie legends 


of trolls and fairies. 


Today he is chiefly re- 
membered by his single 
plano concerto, heroic and 
brilliant,.and ao few of his 


Songs. 

On September 7, his com- 

patriot,, the — celebrated 
singer Kirsten Flagstad, is 
coming out of retiroment 
to sing nine of them at a 
Promenade concert relayed 
from the Royal Albert Hall 
in London, and given in his 
honour. 
_ Edward Grieg was -born 
in 1843 at Bergen where his 
ancestors ‘had been British 
consuls for three genera- 
tions.: They settled there a 
century before, after leav- 
ing Scotland at the time of 
the 1745 rebellion. 
changed their family name 
from Greig in the more 
continental: form.—Grieg. 

The boy’s parents. were 
musical and, seeing his 
musical ability, sont him 
to study at the Leipzig 
Conservatory, founded by 
Mendelssohn, . where’ Sir 
Arthur Sullivan was one of 
his boyhood companions. 
While studying there he 
had exciting musical ex- 
periences that . included 
hearing Clara Schumann 
playing her husband’s music 
(his piano concerto became 
the model for Grieg’s) and 
attending some of the earli- 
eat performances of Wag- 
ner’s “Tannhauser”.

Best Loved 


Travelling further, Gricg 
visited Rome -and there met 
Henrik Ibsen for whose verse 
drama, “Peer Gynt”, he later 
composed some of his best loved 
music—two dozen pieces of 
which ‘we know onty the few 
collected in the concert suites, 
Gricg’s music did not sult ihe 
tetse drama well—o mm 
score by Harald Sacverud Is 
new used — but Ibsen admitied 
that {t had drawn audiences to 
his play. In Rome, too, he com-

“Here was true clarity and 
force, o full round sum of Norse 
melodics and Norse patriotism, 
portraiture ond  anecdotage’’, 
wroie a friend about Gricg’s 
music at this time.

National Pride 


With a complete artistic 
understanding of one’s” 
country comes a keen national 
pride. Grieg, whose . music 
Ravel, in particular, admired 
unstintingly, saw his last years 
saddened dy the threat of war 
between Norway and Sweden. 
“ft have had to give up the con« 
certs in Finland to which I was 
invited,” he wrote sadly, “since 
I cannot travel through Sweden, 
It sounds incredible, but chau- 
vinism has gone so for in that 
country that they are driving 
out Norwegians who have been 
staying there.” 


- Although Gricy's output was 
small, it imeluded about 140
